At the gymnasium, amid a great 
din of clattering foils, Sarga slip 
ped out of hiB Chesterfield and 
shirt to disclose a fencing costume 
underneath- 
Grabbing a foil, be made a aer- 
i . of furious lunges at Fencing 
M aster Santelli, who finally had to 
give way to the dashing midget. 
Santelli removed his mask and con­ 
gratulated H err Doctor warmly. 
Dr. Sarga said he probably w mid 
fight the duels in his hornrim m ed 
spectacles, which probably are the 
most repaired pair of glasses in 
Hungary. They have been shatter­ 
ed frequently in 17 previous duels. 
He must meet all his adversaries 
within 48 hours after his first com­ 
bat with a heavy, military saber. 
Dr. Sarga challenged nine men 
who intim ated be married bis beau­ 
tiful wife for money and who ex­ 
pressed amazement he could woo 
and win her.

tion. 
Yet. while there undoubtedly bas been an 
increase in confidence, the election settled 
none of the issues on which confidence bas 
been shattered. 
Encroachm ent of politics 
into previously non-political territory, the 
deficit,

power, adjustm ent of the capitalistic sys­ 
tem and centralization of Initiative 
and 
authority in the executive branch of gov­ 
ern m en t all remain to be settled 
The m anner of settlement will determine 
w hether present confidence is to develop 
healthily or to be plagued by doubt. It 
should not be forgotten, least of all by

A Commendable Appointment

TARKINGTON, N ot. 23 — A ppointment of 
Joseph E. Davies ae the new Am er­ 
ican am bassador to Russia is an im portant 
step in the im provem ent of relations be­ 
tween the United State* and Russia. 
Mr. Davies is not only an intim ate friend 
of President Roosevelt, but he is peculiarly 
well fitted to take up the vital questions of 
trade that are going to come up in the 
Soviet in its intercourse with the United 
fltate*. 
For some tim*1 it has been suppoaed th at 
the kind of envoy to send to Moscow is 
himself an ardent believer in the Bolshevik 
philosophy, or at least mildly sym pathetic 
with its general aim s and purposes. Such 
an am bassador, however, would hardly win 
the confidence of the many American bual- 
nesstnen who look to the American embassy 
to protect them in their commercial rela- 
lions w ith th# Soviet. 
The new appointee is not a new dealer 
in the Tugweilian sense, but be Is a progres­ 
sive who bails from Wisconsin and who was 
one of President W ilson’* favorite* a couple 
decades ago. Indeed, Mr. Wilson broke a 
precedent in behalf of Mr. Davies by deliber­ 
ately sending a letter indorsing Mr. Davies 
candidacy in th# Democratic primaries for 
the nomination for th# United States sen 
ate. 
It may not be generally known, but Mr. 
Davies, when chairman of the federal trade 
commission under President Wilson, made 
an exhaustive study of foreign trade in 
connection with the drafting of the Webb 
pom erene law. perm itting combination# of 
American firms In the m atter of price fixing 
In foreign sales The knowledge gained then 
by Joe lev ie s, aa th*- capital familiarly calls 
him. will stand him in good stead in un d er­

T HAS for a long time been rumored that

There is no vacancy 
at either London or Paris, but if one should 
occur, it would not be surprising if some 
day Mr. Davies were transferred there. 
T he appointm ent is being discussed in 
national capital aa a possible clue to fu­ 
ture diplomatic selections. It is true th at 
Mr. Davie* waa prom inent in the new deal 
political cam paign and th at he was a heavy 
contributor to the cause. 
But Mr. Davies 
was also prom inent in the 
1932 campaign 
and could have occupied an appointive posi­ 
tion in the new deal there year* ago had 
be been so Inclined. 
If it is the President's intention to re ­ 
ward men who have been active in his cam 
palgn or have contributed to the campaign 
expense*, it is also desirable, naturally. 
that the men selected ahall be capable of 
filling the posts to which 
they are a#nt. 
Thus. Judge Bingham, who Is now A m eri­ 
can am bassador to G reat Britain, contribut 
cd $23,000 to the 1932 campaign, but hts 
background and Judgment appealed to Mr. 
Roosevelt aa the very kind th at would fit 
him for a successful career as a diplomat. 
Joe Davies Is the type who ordinarily can. 
not be persuaded to leave an active life in 
the nation's capital for a far off post In the 
realm of diplomacy. But with the stirring 
events that lie ahead In Europe and the pros- 
pert that Moscow may become an Important 
center of diplomacy In which the American 
governm ent needs an impartial ami a well 
qualified observer, anybody who wanted to 
have a behind-the-acene* seat in the coming 
dram a would wish to be an American am 
bassador lo some European capital. Thp 
President la evidently going to make his am 
bassadorial appointm ents from among bis 
close personal 
friends, men 
whose 
judg­ 
ment lie know*. And Joe Dexies ought to 
m ake a good am bassador because he has 
Mr. Roosevelt’s complete confidence.

Under the present law the veterans ad 
rn m istral Ion la not permitted 
to 
disclose 
even to relatives and friends the where­ 
abouts of veterans listed In its file*. That 
leads to a seemingly paradoxical situation.

He

checks he must provide the veterans’ ad 
m inistration with a correct mailing address. 
In most cases the veterans' address re­ 
mains a secret. Section SO of the World W ar 
veterans’ act ordered the administration to 
keep its files confidential except for the 
amount of compensation drawn by any par­ 
ticular veteran. The sam e rule was carried 
over into the more recent, p resid en tial^ ap- 
proved, regulations 
"I don’t know how many ’missing* vet­ 
erans we know about.” an administration 
spokesman said. “but there are hundred* of 
thorn. 
“It loads to all aorta of complicated situa­ 
tions.”

Social Security Old Age Benefit Questions And Answers 


A 
WORKER who wonders in the 
event of his death, what be­ 
comes of his contributions to the 
pension fund, has the leading ques­ 
tion in today’s article on the feder­ 
al old ago benefit program effect­ 
ive Jan. I. 


Q. W hat happens after I die? Do 
benefits cease or does my fam ily 
get something? 
A. If you die before you are 65 
your estate will be paid a lump 
sum settlement equal to 3 4 per­ 
cent of the total wages you earned 
from Jan. I. 1937 to the time of 
death. 
If you live beyond 65 and 
receive 
monthly 
benefits 
for 
a 
time, then die. the sums paid to 
you in benefits will bo deducted 
from tho lump sum payment. 
For 
instance: A man earns $2,000 in 
1937, $2,500 in 1938 and $3,000 in 
1939 and at the end of 1939 dies. 
His estate would receive $262.50 
which is 3*4 percent of the $7,500 
he has earned. 
If, however, he 
lives to age 66 and has earned $13,- 
500 up to time of death the compu­ 
tation would be as follows: 3 4

percent of $13,500 equals $472.50. 
hut tho worker has been paid $285 
in 12 monthly payments of $23.75 
each from the time he was 65. De­ 
ducting the $285 he has been paid 
from $472.60, his estate would re­ 
ceive $187.50. 
Q. I understand that after reach­ 
ing 65 I will be paid m onthly bana­ 
tite lf I have paid taxes on (otal 
wages of at least $2,000 since Dec. 
31, 1936. 
W hat happens lf between 
now and my 65th birthday I earn 
leas than $£000. 
A. On your 65th birthday you 
will receive a single lump sum pay­ 
ment equal to 3 4 percent of what­ 
ever amount you have earned. 
Q. W ill a 
person 64 years old 
pay the tax beginning Jan. 1? 
A. Yes, but when he is 65 he will 
not be eligible for the monthly 
benefit because he has not worked 
over a period of five ydars as re­ 
quired by the law. He will receive 
a lump sum payment at the age 
of 65 equal to 3 4 percent of the 
amount, he has earned since Jan. I, 
1937. 
Q. Am I excluded from the bene­ 
fits of the act lf I am now unem­ 
ployed? 
A. You are excluded from the old 
age benefit system, since you are 
earning no wage* on which to base 
your contributions. You should fill 
out an employe's application for ac­ 
count number anyway. 
When you 
do become employed and pay your 
wage tax you will be entitled to 
the benefits. 
Q. W ill 
railroad 
employes 
who 
are now paying part of their salar­ 
ies under the railroad retirement 
act be included under the old age 
benefit provisions of the social se­ 
curity act? 
A. No. Railroad employes are ex­ 
empt because they have their own 
retirement system, set up under 
federal laws. 
Q. I own a beauty parlor. 
I sub­ 
lease the equipment to the opera­ 
tors. 
Each operator is, in affect, 
an individual beauty parlor opera­ 
tor. 
We divide all recelpta, 45 per­ 
cent to the operator, 55 percent to 
me. 
T h is arrangement was made 
to enable me to avoid liability for 
accidents. 
Do I have any obliga­ 
tions aa an employer under th# co­ 
d a l security act? 
A. The answer to your question 
depends on your relationship with 
your operators. 
If you have the 
right to direct and control the op­ 
erators in their work, as regards 
the work to be accomplished and 
the means by which It shall be ac­ 
complished, you are classed as an 
employer. It Is not necessary that

A. You will receive detailed in 
structions either from Washington 
or from a district office of the so­ 
cial security board. The board will 
Indicate whether It want* reports | 
and remittances monthly, quarterly 
or annually. 
In either case you 
will calculate the tax in this fash 
ion: In 19.37, 1938 and 1939, deduct 
from each employe’s pay I percent 
as his wage tax and match the sum 
from your own funds a* your share 
of the tax. 
For instance, in the 
case of an employe earning $50 
weekly, you will deduct 50 cents | 
from his pay, giving him $49.50; 
add 50 cents from your own funds 
and send $1 a week to Washington 
during the above years.

board calls for quarterly reports 
and remittances you will send $13 
every 13 weeks.

A. The social security act has 
three parts (I) for unemployment 
compensation (2) for old age pen­ 
sions (3) old age assistance to 
states, to the blind and dependent' 
children. 
Those who employ 8 or 
more person* pay a tax into th© 
unemployment compensation fund 
now: I percent of the total pay­ 
roll In 1936, 2 percent of the total 
payroll In 1937 and 3 percent of 
the total payroll In 1938 and there­ 
after. The employe makes no pay­ 
ment from his wage toward this 
fund. You as an employer of fewer 
than 8 persons, come under the 
provisions of the act and must pay 
a tax matching that of the em­ 
ploye. 
The unemployment com­ 
pensation tax (which you do not 
pay because you employ fewer than 
8 persons) goes into the general 
treasury. 
If Ohio passes an unem­ 
ployment 
compensation 
law 
the 
federal government will refund up 
to 90 percent of It to the state. 
Ohio has not yet passed an unetn 
ployment compensation law, hence 
none of this federal fund is avail 
able in the state.

They are 
aligned against the Judicial branch. The 
public has taken sides. Any hint of high­ 
handedness will provoke a hitter factional 
dispute. 
One plan would maintain and even in- 
grease confidence. A constitutional amend­ 
ment proposed by congress 
and submitted 
to the states would place squarely before 
the people the issue of federal authority 
ynised. 
Neither the Constitution nor interpreta­ 
tions of It give the federal government the 
power its administrators 
think it should 
have. The power would be useless unless 
granted with full popular consent and un­ 
derstanding. That la a strong argum ent for 
settling the issue by proposal of a consti­ 
tutional amendment The people will abide 
by their own decision.

CITATION again is the professed aim 
Washington. The spirit of the early 
days of the Roosevelt adm inistration bas 
been revived, though the form of those days 
and the desperation of emergency making 
cooperation essential both are gone. 
For the present promotion of good feel­ 
ings it la the plain Intent of political leader­ 
ship. President Roosevelt seems to feel that 
the emergency Is over.

Yet. while there undoubtedly has been an 
Increase in confidence, the election settled 
none of the issues on which confidence bas 
been shattered.

tem and centralization of initiative 
and 
authority in the executive branch of gov­ 
ernm ent all remain to be settled 
The m anner of settlem ent will determine 
w hether present confidence is to develop 
healthily or to be plagued by doubt. It 
ehould not be forgotten, least of all by 
those who have political power, that be­ 
tween March, 1983, and November, 1936, 
there were tim es when confidence was at 
ebb tide. It should not be overlooked that 
continuance of the Roosevelt adm inistra­ 
tio n s favorable position depends on main­ 
tenance of general confidence throughout 
the whole country. A good beginning has 
been made.

A Commendable Appointment

Joseph E. Davies as the new Amor- 
lean am bassador to Russia ie an im portant 
step in the Improvement of relations be- 
tween the United States and Russia. 
Mr. Davies is not only an intim ate friend 
of President Roosevelt, but he is peculiarly 
well fitted to take up the vital questions of 
trade that are going to come up in the 
Soviet la its intercourse with the United 
State*. 
For some time it has been supposed that 
the kind of envoy to send to Moscow is 
himself an ardent believer in the Bolshevik 
philoeophy, or at least mildly sym pathetic 
with its general aims and purposes. Such 
an ambassador, however, would hardly win 
the confidence of the many American bual- 
newsmen who look to the American embassy 
to protect them in their commercial rele- 
tions w ith the Soviet. 
The new appointee is not a new dealer 
in the Tugwellian sense, but be is a progres­ 
sive* who bails from Wisconsin and who was 
one of President W ilson's favorites a couple 
decades ago. Indeed, Mr. Wilson broke a 
precedent in behalf of Mr. Davies by deliber­ 
ately sending a letter indorsing Mr. Davies 
candidacy in the Democratic primaries for 
the nomination for the United States sen 
ate. 
It may not be generally known, but Mr. 
Davies, when chairman of the federal trade 
commission under President Wilson, made 
an exhaustive study of foreign trade In 
connection with the drafting of the Webb 
Pomerene law, perm itting combinations of 
American firms tn the m atter of price fixing 
In foreign sales The knowledge gained then 
by Joe Davies, as the capital familiarly calls 
him. will stnnd him In good stead in under­ 
standing the numerous commercial prob 
terns arising out of his new post. 
Mr. Davies has long represented import­ 
ant corporations end Interests In the nation 
al capital ss a lawyer, one of his most Im­ 
portant cases being that In which, acting 
as attorney for the late Sen. Oouzene. h« 
recovered for his client a large overpayment

T HAS for a long time been rumored that 
Joe Davies would be sent as sn ambas- 
sador to some European post, but it was 
generally believed he 
would go to either 
G reat Britain or France. There is no vacancy 
at either London or Paria, but lf on# should 
occur, it would not be surprising lf some 
day Mr, Davies were transferred there. 
The appointm ent is being discussed in 
national capitol aa a possible clue to fu­ 
ture diplomatic selections. It is true that 
Mr. Davies wss prom inent In the new deal 
political campaign and that he was a heavy 
contributor to the cause. 
But Mr. Davies 
was also prom inent in the 
1932 campaign 
and could have occupied an appointive post. 
tion in the new deal there years ago had 
he b***n so inclined. 
If it Is the President’s Intention to re- 
ward men who have been active In his cam- 
paign or have contributed to the campaign 
expenses, it is also desirable, naturally, 
that the men selected shall be capable of 
filling the poets to which 
they are sent. 
Thus, Judge Bingham, who is now Ameri­ 
can am bassador to Great Britain, contribute 
rd 926.000 to the 1932 campaign, but his 
background and judgm ent appealed to Mr. 
Roosevelt aa the very kind that would fit 
him for a successful career ae a diplomat. 
Joe Davies Is the type who ordinarily can. 
not be persuaded to leave an active life In 
the nation's capital for a far off post In the 
realm of diplomacy. But with the stirring 
events that Ile ahead In Europe and the pros- 
pact that Moscow may become an Important 
center of diplomacy In which the American 
governm ent needs an im partial and a well 
qualified observer, anybody w-ho wanted to 
have a behind-the-scenes seat In the coming 
dram a would wish to he an American ain 
bassador lo some European capital. The 
President la evidently going to make hts ant 
heaaadorial appointm ents from nniong his 
close personal friends, men whose judg­ 
ment he knows. And Joe Davies ought to 
make a good am bassador because he has 
Mr. Roosevelt’s complete confidence.

In most cases the veterans’ sddress re­ 
mains a secret. Section 30 of the World W ar 
veterans’ act ordered the adm inistration to 
keep its files confidential except for the 
amount of compensation drawn by any par­ 
ticular veteran. The same rule was carried 
over Into the more recent, presidential^ ap- 
proved, regulations 
“I don't know how many 
missing’ vet­ 
erans we know about,” an adm inistration 
spokesman said, "but there are hundreds of 
them. 
“It leads to all aorta of complicated situa­ 
tion*.”

Two “wives” of a “m issing” vet­ 
eran each claim compensation. A third wo­ 
man described aa his “sw eetheart” says she 
la his proper beneficiary, but the veteran, 
meanwhile, has filed application, himself for 
the bonus.

Social Security Old Age Benefit Questions And Answers 


A 
WORKER who wonders in the 
event of his death, what be­ 
comes of his contributions to the 
pension fund, has the leading ques­ 
tion In today’s article on the feder­ 
al old age benefit program effect­ 
ive Jan. I. 
Q. W hat happens after I die? Do 
benefit* cease or does my fam ily 
get something? 
A. If you die before you are 65 
your estate will be paid a lump 
sum settlem ent equal to 3*4 per­ 
cent of the total wages you earned 
from Jan. I, 1937 to the time of

from the lump sum payment.

instance: A man earns $2,000 In

Q. I understand that after reach­ 
ing 65 I will ba paid monthly bene- 
f it* lf I have paid taxes on (otal 
wages of at least $2,000 since Dec. 
31, 1936. 
W hat happens lf between 
now and my 65th birthday I earn 
lees than $2,000. 
A. On your 65th birthday you 
death. 
If you live beyond 65 and will receive a single lump sum pay­ 
m ent equal to 3*4 percent of w hat­ 
ever amount you have earned. 
Q. W ill a person 64 years old 
pay the tax beginning Jan. I? 
A. Yes, but when he IR 65 he will 
not be eligible for the monthly 
benefit because he has not worked 
over a period of five ydars as re­ 
quired by the law. He will receive 
a lump sum payment at the age 
of 66 equal to 3 4 percent of the 
amount, h© has earned since Jan. I, 
1937. 
Q. Am I excluded from the bene­ 
fits of the aet lf I am now unem­ 
ployed? 
A. You are excluded from the old 
age benefit system, since you are 
earning no wages on which to base 
your contributions. You should fill 
out an employe’s application for ac­ 
count number anyway. 
When you 
do become employed and pay your 
wage tax you will be entitled to 
the benefits. 
Q. W ill 
railroad 
employes who 
are now paying part of their salar­ 
ies under the railroad retirem ent 
act be included under the old age 
benefit provisions of the social se­ 
curity act? 
A. No. Railroad employes are ex­ 
empt because they have their own 
retirem ent system, set up under 
federal laws. 
Q. I own a beauty parlor. 
I sub­ 
lease the equipment to the opera­ 
tors. 
Each operator la, In effect, 
an Individual beauty parlor opera­ 
tor. 
We divide all receipts, 45 per- 
cent to the operator, 55 percent to 
me. 
This arrangement wag mads 
to enable me to avoid liability for 
accidents. 
Do I have any obliga­ 
tions ae an employer under the so­ 
cial security act? 
A. The answer to your question 
depends on your relationship with 
your operators. 
If you have the 
right to direct and control the op­ 
erators in their work, as regards 
the work to be accomplished and 
the means by which It shall be ac- i 
complished, you are classed as an 
employer.

which services are rendered; It Is 
sufficient that you have the right 
to do so. 
If you have the right to 
discharge operators, you are also 
classed as an employer. O ther fac­ 
tors characteristic of an employer 
are the furnishing of tools and of 
a place to work. Fill out the forms 
sent to you and have your opera­ 
tors do likewise when they receive 
an employe’* form about Nov. 25. 
Q. How arc the eld age annuities 
computed? 
A. Add up the w orker’* wages 
from Jan. I, 1937, to the day he Is 
65 years of age. If his wages in 
that period do not amount to more 
than 
$3,000, his monthly retire­ 
ment benefit will be Vt of I per­ 
cent of $3,000, or $15 a month. 
If 
his total wages are more than, 
$3,000, but not more than $45,000 
in those years, take 1-12 or I per­ 
cent of the total wages, minus $3.- 
000, and add this figure to the $15 
due on the first $3,000. 
For exam­ 
ple: lf the worker averages $25 a 
week, or $1,300 a year, over a pe­ 
riod of 80 years, his total wages 
would be 30 times $1,300, or $39,- 
000. 
Take out the first $3,000 of 
that total, on which $15 a month is 
due him. 
Then take 1-12 of I per­ 
cent of $36,000, which comes to 
$30. 
Adding the $15 due on $3,000 
and the $30 due on the $36,000, 
equals $45. 
This worker’s retire 


ment pension is $45 monthly from 
age 65 on. 
If the total wages are $45,000, 
the worker will be entitled to $15 
a month on the first $3,000 as 
shown above, plus 1-12 of I per­ 
cent of $42,000, which equals $35, 
or a total of $50 a month. 
If the total wages from Jan. I, 
1937 to age 65 are more than $45,-j 
OOO, add to the monthly payment 
1-24 of I percent of the amount 
over $45,000. 
For example: If a 
man makes an average of $50 a 
week, or $2,600 a year for 30 years, j 
his total wages would be $78,000. j 
Subtract $45,000 from $78,000 and 
take 1-24 of I percent of the re­ 
maining 
$33,000. 
The result Is 
$13.75. 
Adding this to the $50 due 
on total wages of $45,000 gives | 
$63.75 as the monthly retirem ent 
pay after age 65. 
Q. I am an employer of 16 men. 
How do I figure the taxee I am to 
pay on old age pensione? 
How 
much 
would en employe 
In 
my 
shop pay? 
A. You sill receive detailed In­ 
structions either from W ashington 
or from a district office of the so­ 
cial security board. The board will 
Indicate whether It wants reports 
and rem ittances monthly, quarterly 
or annually. 
In either case you I 
will calculate the tax in this fash 
ion: In 1937, 1938 and 1939, deduct | 
from each employe’s pay I percent 
as his wage tax and match the sum 
from your own fund# as your share 
of the tax. 
For Instance, in the 
case of an employe earning $50 
weekly, you will deduct 50 cents 
from his pay, giving him $49.50; 
add 50 cents from your own funds 
and send $1 a week to W ashington 
during the above years. 
If the 
board calls for quarterly reports 
and rem ittances you will send $13 
every 13 weeks. 
If each of your 
employes earn# the same wage the 
sum would be 16 times 13, or $208 
quarterly. 
In 1940, 1941 and 1942, 
the tax is 1*4 percent on the em­ 
ploye and I *4 percent on the em­ 
ployer; In 1943, 1944 and 1945, 2 
percent In each case; In 1946, 1947 
and 1948, 2*4 percent In each case; 
In 1949 and thereafter, 3 percent 
In each case. 
Q. I employ fewer than I peo­ 
ple. 
Do I come under the provls- 
Iona of the social security act? 
A. The social security act hat 
three parte (I) for unemployment 
compensation (2) for old age pen­ 
sions (3) old age assistance to 
states, to the blind and dependent 
children. 
Those who employ 8 or 
more persons pay a tax Into the 
unemployment compensation fund 
now: I percent of the total pay­ 
roll in 1936, 2 percent of the total 
payroll In 1937 and 3 percent of 
the total payroll In 1938 and there­ 
after. The employe makes no pay­ 
ment from his wage toward this 
fund. You as an employer of fewer 
than 8 persons, come under the 
provisions of the act and must pay 
a tax matching that of the em­ 
ploy©. 
The unemployment com 
pensation tax (which you do not 
pay because you employ fewer than 
8 persons) goes into the general 
treasury. 
If Ohio passes an unem 
ployment 
compensation 
law 
the 
federal government will refund up 
to 90 percent of It to the state. 
Ohio has not yet passed an unem­ 
ployment compensation law, hence 
none of this federal fund I* avail­ 
able In the state.

Man’s Mate In Film 


•'Tarzan Escapes” brings a new 
character to the screen, quite un­ 
like the original raw meat-eating, 
bloodthirsty wild 
man of 
Edgar 
Rice Burroughs’ Imagination 
In 
fact, our hero of the play, current 
a t the Ceramic, has become quite 
a talkative gentleman, and now not 
only prefers to have his meat roast­ 
ed but Insists on carving It Instead 
of using his fingers. 
This apparent polishing up. how­ 
ever, must be due to the influence 
of pretty Maureen O’Sullivan, who, 
as his willing mate, takes him in 
hand and knocks off a few of the 
rough spots. Johnny W eissmuller, 
renouned swimming champ and a 
virtual physical Adonis, again takes 
the title role, aud he makes a 
right good Tarzan. 
But It’s all in fun, and the movie 
producers may be excused if they 
seem to he pushing T arzans educa­ 
tion along a bit fast, for the collec­ 
tive result justifies the 
means. 
They succeeded In turning out a 
real entertaining play from a most 
difficult subject. 
The bright spot of the film is

All would have been well, too, 
but John Buckler, the guide, con­ 
ceives the Idea of caging up T ar­ 
zan and taking him back for ex­ 
hibition purposes. This was indeed 
a very ungentlemanly thing to do 
after Tarzan had welcomed the 
strangers Into his tree-top bouse, 
and nearly results In all of them 
getting eaten up by cannulas.

friends come to the rescue and a 
rip-snortlug climax, literally

The picture is highly amusing

N euritis is not a serious disease, 
but, if neglected. It m ay lead to 
prolonged disability 
and 
discom ­ 
fort. 
If carelessly trea ted , th e dis­ 
o rd er 
becom es 
chronic in natu re 
and. like o th er chronic ailm ents, is 
difficult to cure. 
F o r th is reason. 
it is alw ays advisable to consult 
your physician early and careful­ 
ly follow his instructions. 
B ear in m ind th at n eu ritis is not 
^ 
a trivial disorder. 
It m ay follow 
^ 
a fall, blow or severe injury. 
In 
m ost instances, it is th e re su lt of 
absorption of poisons from w ithin 
th e system .

w ith diseased and infected tonsils, 
adenoids, nasal sinuses and teeth 
are prone to su ffer a tta ck s of neu­ 
ritis.
